Boston, June is— Governor Crar.e 


tcoay transmitted to t'.te legislature 
his veto of the Boston subway bill, in 
accordance ruth the declaration tnaue 
by him. 


But the message accompanying the 


-'eto was o fa character riot anticipat- 
ed and is on* of the strongest ever 
givtn in this slate. 


Its dissection of the bill is minute 


ant1 merciless. 


It is held tie bill contains contiadij- 


toiy sections, insufficient provision for 
the cost of construction, gives the ra1' 
\vjy company the 
privileges denied 


the city as a party to the contract, is 
ugalnst the stockwafering statues an1 
surrenders rights for an unusual term 
of years voder unusual conditions, 
binding future generations 
unjustifi- 


ably. 


The bill specifies the subway will be 


built at a cost to exceed six millions 
bui no assurance is given that it can 
be done for this. 


If this cost is exceeded the exa -SB 


must be paid by th« city without re- 
imbursement Irbm any source. 


On th< quertion of referendum the 


governor said: 


"Previous legislatures have referred 


to the city of Boston for its acceptance 
or rejection acts relating 
to rapid 


transit, and the results of a ballot so 
taken show that the voters have acted 
intelligently and with a full under- 
standing of the issues involved. 


"I see no good reason ivhy these pre- 


cedents should not be followed in a 
bill so important and far reaching in 
its consequences to the citizens of Bos- 
ton as is the one before me." 


Taking up the terms of the bill, Gov- 


ernor Crane says: 


"I am aware that in Section 13, it 1= 


provided the entire cost of the sub- 
way, the exoense of its maintenance, 
and all repairs of whatever 
nature 


during the term of the lease shall be 
paid by the company, but this lan- 
guage is not sufficient to modify the ex 
plicit provisions of 'Section 10 that thj 
contribution of the company shall not 
exceed $6,000000. 


"The provisions of Section 10 operate 


'as a distinct limitation upon the pro- 
visions of Section 13, and in no event 
can the Boston elevated railway be 
lequired 
to pay more than the sum 


named in Section 10. 


This amounts to a lease of the nro- 


posed subway, when it is constructed, 
to the Boston elevated railway com- 
pany for the gross rental of $6,000,000 
to be paid in advance. 


"If the cost of the subway does no* 


exceed the 16,000,000 this rental to be 
on the tasis of 4% per cent; the rate 
of the lease of the existing 
subwav, 


taking into consideration the advan- 
tageous investment of a sinking" fund 
provided for in the bill, would enable 
the company to make Itself whole in 
from 32 to 35 years and igve to the 
Boston elevated railway company fre: 
and exclusive use of a great artery of 
public travel for from five to 
elsrh* 


years without any oompensatiop wjbat 
ever. 
"It is fair to assume that the Kink- 


ing fund will be inevsfed so as *o 
bring about this result but if not In- 
vested *he rental for the term would 
not exceed the 4% per cent minimum 
rental of the Tremont street sufiway. 


"But ijje lease of the latter nrovides 


also for an increase of rent in the 
lease authorized by this bill. 


"However much the volume of trans 


portation may increase the lessee, not 
the city, will receive the benefit. 


"This provision which is omitted In 


the present bill, making the amount o' 
rent proportionate to the volume of 
business, is wise and equitable. 


"But there IS no assurance the sub- 


way can be constructed for 16,000,000 


"If as Is likely to be the case, tho 


cost is In excess of that sum, not onlv 
is the rental of the subway propor- 
tionately decreased, Hut 
the excess 


must be paid by the city without re- 
imbursement from any source. 


"To the extent of sufh excess of cos* 


thp subway will be constructed at the 
expense of the city for tl"> benefit of 
the proposed lessee. 


"Under the terms of the bill the Bos 
ton ele-^atrd /flallway company has 
three months in which to accept r 
provisions and it does not become a 
law untess so accepted by the com- 
pany.

(Week be baa sat in the court room ap- 
ftarantly at little concerned in the pro- 
<aedlnga as any of the hundreds of spec- 
tators, but when he beard the verdict 
'that meant for him nothing but a suc- 
cession of yean behind the sombre walls 
>ef the state prison, his lips faltered, his 
'limbs trembled and his eyes filled with 
•tears. 
This exhibition of weakness 


lasted only a moment, however, and then 
Graffam assumed the same cool, col- 
lected and almost defiant attitude that 
has characterized him since his first 
•ppearance in court. 


As soon as the verdict had been ren- 


dered, Charles A. True, the prisoner's 
counsel, filed a motion for an arrest 
of judgment, but, although the motion 
was granted, it is doubtful if Graffam 
profits in the least by it beyond the fact 
that it may delay for a few days his 
ultimate departure to Thomaston to 
Verve out a life sentence. 


It was 5:20 p. m. when the jury passed 


out of the court room to the apartment 
set 
aside 
for 
their 
use 
on 


the floor above. 
For some time tho 


throng in the courtroom retained their 
Beats, expecting an early verdict, but 
•8 an hour went by and nothing was 
beard from the jury the crowd com- 
menced te thin out. 
At 7:80 p. m. one 


of the deputy sheriffs in charge of the 
Jury enteied the judge's office, and a 
few moments later Judge Bonney and 
the attorneys came out and entered the 
court room. The jurors. In answer to 
the clerk, rendered the verdict which 
will send Edward Graffam to state 
prison to spend the remainder oft his 
life. ' 


In excusing the Jury, Judge Bonney 


commended them for the zeal they bad 
displayed in the case, and for the faith- 
ful manner in which they had executed 
the trust reposed in them. 
In conclu- 


sion he stated that he considered, in 
view of the evidence, that their verdict 
was both just and righteous. 
When 


adjournment waa announced the crowds 
•urged forward and surrounded both the 
Jury and the attorneys for the state. 
Relatives of Clifford Mosber and many 
residents of Gorbam shook hands with 
the jurors and congratulated them on 
the verdict.

After the first scene was over, Edward 


Graffam sift in his chair silent and un- 
moved, deserted by all save his conn- 
eel.

for a new trial for Roland B. Molineux, 
the young New York clubman, athlete 
and chemist, under sentence of death 
for poisoning Mrs. Katherine J. Adams 
in December, 1893, who was the un- 
intended victim of a plot veiled by the 
use of the American mails to take the 
life of Harry Cornish, manager of ath- 
letic sports. 


Judges Parker, Vann, Bartlett, Gray, 


O'Brien, Halgbt and Werner, grave in 
the gowns of black, sat upon the bench 
to hear the famous came, and down at 
the counsels' tqble were former United 
States Senator Hill, who holds the brief 
of the people, and John 6. Milburn. 
president of the Pan-American exposi- 
tion, who espouses the cause of the 
young prisoner at Sing Sing. With Hill 
sat Assistant District Attorney Lo Bar- 
bier of New York, and grouped about 
Milburn were Messrs. Battle and 
Weeks, who defended Molineux at his 
trial; General Molineux, father of the 
prisoner, and David N. Carvalho, hand- 
writing export, who advised the defense. 


Many more than the court room would 


hold crowded into the corridors to hear 
the story of the almost fascinating crimo 
linked with the double mystery of th» 
death of Henry C. Barnett, and the offi- 
cers of the court barred the outer doors 
and admitted the favored ones by a rear 
entrance. 


Milburn, for tbe appellant, talked dnr« 


Ing the entire session of the court, gain- 
ing a hearing at 10:30 o'clock, when a 
civil case closed, and speaking until 
2 o'clock, when the court arose for the 
day. 
He has another hour to speak, it 


being agreed that each s{de should have 
four hours. 
Senator Hill sat through 


the entire speech without an interrup- 
tion that called him to his feet 


Milburn's address of 31-2 hours' dura- 


tion was directed largely to the alleged 
error of the lower court in admitting 
evidence as to tbe death of Henry C. 
Baruett, and he spared neither recorder, 
the trial judge, for his rulings on evi- 
dence, nor ihe district attorney's staff 
for its methods in securing the admis- 
sion of evidence. He spent nearly two 
hours in a review of the known facts, 
pregnant with doubt and mystery, and 
Bought to show what he described as 
the flimsy fabric upon which the entire 
case rested. 


He ridiculed the idea that the Cornish 


theory of revenge and the Barnett theory 
of jealousy could be reconciled, aud, dis- 
claiming a desire'to cast suspicion in 
any direction, advanced the opinion that 
the man who poisoned Mrs. Adams bad 
two accomplices, one the man who 
bought the bottle holder at Newark, and 
the other the man who at the same hour 
hired the Koch letter box. He denied 
that the trouble at the Knickerbocker 
club was suflicient for Molineux to de- 
sire the life of Cornish, or tbat there was 
anything In the relations of Moliueux, 
Barnett and Blanche Cheseborough 
that warranted a suspicion of Jealousy 
to tbe point of a desire to kill a rival on 
the part of Molineux. 


He drew attention <o the failure to 


Identify Molineux as the man who hired 
the ICoch letter box. He also denonnced 
the introduction of evidence as to tho 
relations of Molineux with Blanche 
Cbeseborougli before their marriage.

By Having the Letter "T" Branded 


In His Flesh With • Bed Hot Iron 


— "Guilt" established by Letter 
Found Upon litsa 


New York, June 18.— The Herald says: 


All through life one of the men who have 
composed the Pater-son group of an- 
archists will cairy upon the back of his 
right hand a livid "T," burned In the 
flesh, and marking, film as a traitor to 
the cause to which be swore devotion. 


The branding was. done at a picnic in 


Liberty Park, Ridgwood," L. L, S'unday 
afternoon. 
A steel instrument, heated 


to redness, was- used upon, the man wno 
is believed to save betrayed his fellows, 
and the Incident may be 'made tbe sub- 
ject of an official investigation, based 
upon a complaint made by the Italian 
consul. 


Extreme reticence is observed by those 


who have absolute knowledge of the 
punishment of the alleged traitor. 
It 


is known that the man wbo.se flesh was 
seared is named Rcppo. 
Some say he 


has been employed in tbe office of an 
Italian newspaper, tbe columns of which 
are devoted largely to the cause of an- 
archy. 
Others assert that he is a spy 


in the employ of the Italian government, 
and that "Reppo" is an assumed name. 


Friends of Antonio Reppo, who recent- 


ly went to Paterson, X. J., from Barre, 
Vt., and who have been employed In 
the office of La Questione Soclale, deny 
be has ever been under suspicion, and 
assert with great positiveness that be 
Is not the victim of the branding iron. 
Antonio Reppo was in New York Sun- 
day. He was not to be found yesterday. 


There was a large attendance at tba 


picnic and the anarchists denounced all 
laws and all governments. Bresci, the 
assassin of King Humbert, was painted 
In the colors of a martyr. The Italian 
flag was hissed and dragged in the dust, 
as were other flags, including the Stars 
and Stripes. 
The red flag alone waa 


permitted to wave unsullied, while Herr 
Moat and other orators declaimed. 


Of those present none pounded hard- 


er upon the tables with his glass than 
Reppo, but the othen> refused to accept 
his enthusiasm as legitimate. There 
had been whisperings about him, and 
his enemies did not hesitate to denounce 
him as a hireling of the oppressors. 
When he noticed the frowns cast in his 
direction, he expostulated. 
His ex- 


planations were listened to, and Reppo 
concluded that be had dissipated tbe 
clouds of suspicion. 


Late in tbe afternoon Rcppo was en- 


ticed to one side into the shadow of soma 
bushes. 
He was told that a new plot 


bad been concocted, and all honest an- 
archists would be expected, tn subscribe 
to a new oath, "with proper bindings." 


Once apart from 
the bcer-drinlcing 


throng, Reppo was seized and gagged. 
Fully a score of "reds" surrounded the 
struggling man. He was searched, and 
in bis pockets were found incriminating 
exhibits. 
There was a Iptter from the 


Italian consul to Reppo. 
That was 


enough to fasten guilt upon him. By tbe 
side of one of the trees, that grows in 
Liberty Park, a fire was built. Into 
the embers was tbnibt a sbarp steel in- 
strument. 
When the steel was red hot 


It was taken from tbe fire and its poiut 
drawn twice across tbe back of Roppo's 
right hand. It burned deep. A perfect 
"T" will remain as long as Reppo lives.

BUKPRISED BY NIGHT 


HOW THE FAMOUS PONY CLUB WAS 


CRUSHED BY THE "SLICKS." 


A Secret Band «f Horse Thieve* 


Which 
Committed 
Depredation* 


Throughout the South W» Finally 
Wiped O»t by Jlaother Secret Baad, 
Back in the thirties and forties there 


roamed over the states of North and 
South Carolina, Florida, Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Louisiana, Mississippi, Ohio and 
.Tennessee a devil may care band of men 
who styled themselves the "Pony club." 
.They wero regularly organized, had 
flips, signs and passwords and duly 
elected officers. The initiatory oath was 
filled with blood curdling blasphemies 


, and iron bound benedictions, the penalty 
being death to those who were so fool- 
hardy as to break it. The story goes that 
many a poor fellow has fed alligators in 
Florida bogs and panthers and wolves 
in Tennessee's wilds for the least tenden- 
cy toward being inharmonious. 


Their plan of operation was to steal 


•ft Florida horse and meet on halfway 
ground and exchange him for one fresh 
from Tennessee or Ohio; vice versa with 
one from South Carolina or one from Mis- 
sissippi, and it was extremely difficult to 
catch up with the right party. But these 
depredations became so numerous and 
daring and the consequent loss so great 
that the pioneers gathered together and 
determined to stop their maraudings and 
bring the offenders to justice. So a se- 
cret convention was called and a band orj 
Cauued styling themselves the "Slicks." 


When a horse was stolen from a com- 


nm*uty, runners were sent to every cow 
ty, and thus the .news spread until from 
the Ohio to the Everglades and from the 
IPedee to the Mississippi the warning 
rolled along, and it seemed well nigh im- 
possible for a thief to escape with a 
hone. Notwithstanding all these precau- 
tion* and watchfulness the club existed 
jnd did some business. 


During thott daya Heard, Carroll and 


Haralson wet* the dark corner of Geor- 
gia, and if a clubman could only get his 
booty in their thick jungles and forests 
pursuit waa of little consequence. Tho 
truth is, tb» majority of the settlers ei- 
ther belonged to the organizations or 
Were M coerced that they dated not fight 
them. This ia said with all due respect 
to a treat many heroic pioneers, whose 
Bonect souls yearned for a better civili- 
sation, and when forbearance did cease 
to be a virtue rose in their might and 
Joined the "Slicks." 


About five tnilea north, above Buchan- 


an, oe tho banks of the Tailapoosa river, 
are two old r«c* path*, now overgrown 
with saplings and brush, some of the 
trees being aa large as a man's waist. 
The tracks rma parallel with the river, 
which at this, point is straight and wide. 
Parallel with and overlooking these 
tracks is a steep bluff about 40 or 50 feet 
high, which completely shuts the track 
from view, aad excepting a small ravin* 
there I* BO entrance or exit. At Vbts 
place the '"Pony club" had its rendez- 


vous, from all qmrters they came here 
and un horse rtcesk gambled, danced and 
carousoi generally, vad here it was they 
exchanged their horses to be shoved in 
opposite directions. No one lived neat 
the place, and the ganjr only entered it 
at night, nnd then only on Saturday 
night. Sunday night there would be a 
generisl rareoKsl and leave takings. 


It TT*,-! years before their retreat waa 


diseoTered. The information fortunately 
foil int» gjxxl, honest hands, and on the 
Saturday fallowing there was more than 
«n» "sKefc" winding his way toward an 
appointed reiderrens, carefully and se- 
cretly. 1\f ^uninitiated thought every 
turkey aod dafcr in the country waa go- 
ing to be/cUled. judging from the promis- 
cuous rubbing up. priming and loading of 
the old "fiint anf steels." Twelve o'clock! 
The sentry at the ravine's month put his 
hand to his eoonth and "Whip-poor-will! 
Whip»poor-wili: Whip-poor-will!"' plaint- 
ive and weird,, trembled mpon the mid- 
night air and netted off toward the 
swamps below. 


Far away an the hills came the answer- 


Ing note: "Whip with a will! 
Whip 


with a will! Whip with a will!" As tha 
reply, waffed down the ravine, fell upon 
the seating!'* ears, he paused and listen- 
ed. All wst still: nothing was heard ex- 
cept the bnnationf.stamptag of the horses. 
He cautionary advanced to tne entrance 
and gated up and down the stretch of 
track. Lyteg un»n tbe ground, wrapped 
!n blanket*, were the forms of about 100 
men. They were sleeping soundly, "most 
of them being fatigued by a bard day's 
ride. Mere raan a hundred hones wero 
tethered along the bank of tbe stream, 
ftome were beautiful Kentucky thorough- 
breds: others Florida mustangs. There 
were all sorts and sties, bat as the "Pony 
fcoys" wet* inclined to be fastidious in 
their tastes and likes most of the horses 
were beaattful and well kept 


Stacked in piles were short carbines 


and rifles, such as could be hidden under 
coats, shawls or cloaks, and hanging all 
over the inolosure were huge horse pis- 
tols. Slttiag alongside the bluff in regu- 
lar order were jugs and bottles and cupt 
in rich profusion. 


The tired forms of the men nevet 


stirred; they slept in peaceful security; 
their sentry was at his post. 


Presently a dark form, slipping from 


tree to tree, from bowlder to bowlder, 
was seen to pass around to the mouth of 
the ravine; another and yet another until 
the whole wood seemed to be alive with 
phantoms. 
A wild shriek, a shot, a 


splash into the river, and then pandemo- 
nium for about ten minutes. The "Slicks" 
bad conquered for onee. It was a hand 
to hand fight The "Pony boys" awoke 
amid the tame and smoke to fad that 
the enemy was upon them. They rushed 
into the shallow river and scattered as 
fait as they could. They nearly all es- 
caped. 
Not one was killed outright, 


though many were wounded. 
Some of 


the fugitives had to tramp the unbroken 
wilds ia attire like that of Father Adam 
until they found succoring friends. All 
the horses iind a great deal of money 
were recovered.

The "Pony club" wasjfaaHy crushed. 


The Xtaaaa roads, according to their 


importance, were from 8 to 90 feet in 
Width. 


1 WHAT COLOR TELLS IN HORSE3. 


Arab* Believe the Che*tnat I* the' 


Strongest and Swiftest. 


Whether or not a horse's color Is an 


indication of his breeding and powers of 
endurance is a much disputed question. 
The color theory doubtless originated 
among the Arabs, for centuries famous 
as horsemen. Its etpoaente say that it is 
tke remit of coattant observation and 
long study, but many competent horse- 
men deride it as a superstition. 


Be this as it aay, the chestnut is the 


Arab idea of perfection. In this connec- 
tion it is sigslf cant that the majority of 
successful race horses have been cheataut 
in color. 
Chestnuts also seem to have 


carried off the greatest number of honors 
in the show ring. The Arabs, like the 
dictionary, make bit little distinction be- 
tween the chestnut and the bay and con- 
siders the latter color about as desirable 
as the former. 
The dictionary defines 


bay as a shade of chestnut. 


Horses of a rich seal brown are good 


to look upoa, but among the Arabs rarely 
fetch a large price, as they are considered 
lacking in hardihood, prone to sickness, 
with little or no endunance. Roan horses 
are by many regarded as very hardy, but 
all horsemen do not concur In this opin- 
ion, and, as the race horse trainers er- 
prcss it, tbe loan color indicates a cold 
cross somewhere in the breeding. 


The black horse is, in the Americas 


mind, suggestive of the funeral, which 
possibly accounts for some of the prej- 


Tudicc against it. 
A black horse is a 


nightmare to his groom, for his coat 
shows the slightest speck of dust or dirt, 
and a little gust of wind often spoils 
hours of hard grooming. When a black 
horse has been exposed to the sun and 
weather for some days, his coat fades to 
a rusty, washed out color. 


White horses always suggest tbe circna. 


Thoir coats are even more difficult to 
keep clean than a black horse's and are 
seldom in presentable condition. It ia 
most disagreeable to drive behind a gray 
or white horse during shedding time. 
Then one's clothing is sure to be covered 
with clinging hairs that are very notice- 
able. 


Piebald and skewbald horses attract 


too much attention to the rider or driver 
to be considered quite the thing and, like 
the white horse, remind one of the saw- 
dust ring. 
A mixed coat is a pretty 


strong indication of low breeding. 


There is an andent tale of a band of 


Arabs being pursued by their enemies 
which sums up their thapry about a 
horse's color. 
Among thPfieeing band 


was a nan with unusually keen eyesight, 
and from time to time he would describe 
to his leader the horses ridden by the 
enemy.

of eggs, the juice of two lemons, some 
grated Ivnon peel, half a pound of fresh 


tbutter, beaten to a cream, and sweet- 
ened with powdered sugar; beat in with 
the apples; bake ia a puS crust, aud 
serve open. 


Cheesecakes, Almoad.

Take fear ounces of blasched al- 


monds, i&ixed with a few bitter; beat 
them with a spoonful of water; add foui 
ounces of powdered sugar, a spoonful ot 
cream, and the whites of two eggs, well 
beaten; mix them quickly; put into 
small patty pans, and bake for twenty 
minutes, in a moderately warm oven. 


Cheesecakes, Citron. 


Take a pint of cream; boil It, and 


when cold, mix it with two eggs, well 
beaten; thon boil them together, until 
they become a curd.

with a little orange flower watery add 
some Xaples biscuit and green citron, 
chopped very small. Sweeten, and bake 
in tins.

was made by the board of health ol 
this city to arouse *Ee city government 
to the prudential need of an isolated 
hospital 
for contagious diseases, it 


•was pointed out how poorly fitted the 
city was to care for a cSse of con- 
tagious disease requiring 
isolation, 


«nd it was shown how necessary it is 
that the city should be prepared To 
care for such cases, both in the in- 
terest of the persons afflicted and in 
tfte interest of the public health. The 
recent small pox scare served to em- 
phasize rur unpreparedness in this re- 
•pect. Had a case developed in this 
city, nothing1 bpt a return to the bar 
barous pest house plan 
of 
several 


years ago would have been possible. 
The state !s now taking the matter in 
Its own hands. An effective law has 
just been passed the text of which w* 
quote from the weekly bulletin of tb3 
»tate board of health: 


"Section 1. Everv city in the com- 


monwealth shall establish within its 
limits and keeo ivelf constantly pro- 
ided with one or more isolation hos- 
pitals 'or the reception of 
persons 


having email pox or any other diseas0. 
dangerous to the public health. Such 
hospitals shall be subject to the orders 
and regulations of the board of health 
of the cities 
in which they are re- 


spectively located. 


"Section 2. Whenever a city shall 


refuse cr neglect to carry into effect 
the provisions of section one of this 
act, after having been requested sp-to 
do by the state board of health it shall 
be liable to forfeit a sum not exceed- 
fnf |500 for each refusal or neglect." 


PRESIDENT PATTOH'S MESSAGE 


That was a strong and vitalizing ad- 


dress delivered last Friday by Dr. 
Francis L. Patton, president o£ Prince- 
ton university, to the T. M. C. A. con- 
vention 
in Boston- 
The venerable 


teacher and divine was considering the 
contribution of the association to th= 
moral and religious life of the uni- 
versities and colleges, and said the 
care of the religious side in these in- 
stitutions must be largely in the hands 
of such organizations a»d of the Chris- 
tian

ates, ^or, as he said, specialization 
In college teaching makes it impossible 
nowadays to choose the professorate 
from the ranks of the Christian mln- 
fftry.

quahty. They cut too near the quick 
to be open to captious crtiicism. They 
effectively handle or sharply point out 
three main phases of 
things in the 


church work! of today: The tendency 
to faU back from position to position 
in the surrender of the central things 
in religion, the taking away of divinity 
from Jesus, and the harmonising of 
philosophy and religion. 


It may amase 
many 
present-day 


church members 
to hear 
President 


Patton talking about giving up the 
Bible to fall back on Christ and eivins 
up Christ to fall back on ethics and so 
on. Thsir amazement will be occas- 
ioned by the thought of anyone doing 
any su:h thing. Yet this is just what 
congregation after congregation of de- 
vout Christaans are being insidiously 
and unconsciously led to do. 
Ethics 


is a word to conjure with now-a-davs, 
and -no doubt rnany well-meaniner and 
intelligent church members have ac- 
cepted it as a synonym for relis-ion. 
President Fatten gives the proper rat- 
ing to ethics. Ethics, as the Christ- 
Ian world knows ethics, is the result of 
the religious life, and those who pro- 
pose to abandon 
that which, is fun- 


damental to the religious life to build 
upon ethics as a foundation make the 
common but jrrievous error. As well 
take the smoke for the fire as 
take 


ethics "or the religious 
force. The 


substitution of ethics is truly making 
"good form a more cogent argument 
with people than the law of God. ' 
Whoever is unacquainted with the truth 
of this may read Kifid's 
"Social evo- 


lution" and discover the place of re- 
ligion in social development. We think 
Rev. W. L. Tenney falls Into the erro* 
we point out when he gives as a titl* 
to his discourse in defense of his pro- 
posed ethical creed the title, "Theolog- 
ical and legal, or ethical and devotion- 
al." This is 
a striking title, but we 


are in doubt as to how far a scholar 
would care to defend that which it 
Implies. 


The degradation of Jesus, the fear of 


declaring his sonship 
or divinity, is 


another phase of things very modern, 
popular and superficial. It is devital- 
izing, and it is a wonder to meet with 
it in the religious world 
considering 


the advanced stage of thought. The 
materialistic philosopher may need to 
explain Jesus and 
Christianity 
aa 


"simply a phase of a great cosmic 
process explicable in terms of a mere 
naturalistic evolution," but most as- 
suredly it is not necessary for creed 
writers of churches to do this thing. 
Wherever it is thought necessary to 
do this pruning a little teaching might 
stay the hand that wields fhe knife. 
This second point, the degradation of 
Christ, bears significant relation to the 
first, the enthronement of ethics. If 
Christ -was thrown up by a mere acci- 
dent of natural evolution then ethics fs 
the word, but if Christ was more than 
an accident of natural evolution ethics 
must be subordinated. 


As the second vtpint involves the 


first the third Involves the second. 
"You have to firing your theory of 
tfie universe and your theory 
of 
re- 


ligion together." 
It won't do to put 


your "philosophy In one pocket and 
your religion in the other," and it 
is because this Is so often attemnte'l 
that we have the degradation of Jesus 
and the learned talk 
about 
thinej 


ethical. Fortunately philosophy does 
not ask us to do this—that is, phil- 
osophy which does not seek to destroy 
the very life of religion, and with Ihls 
philosophy the church has little bus- 
iness. Religion has stood the assaults 
of the eceptics of the ages, and today 
thp riglit, 
at least the right, to be- 


lieve Is defended by the greatest of 
minds. Take for Instance the work of 
Paulsen, James and others on which 
President Hyde of Bowdoin has reared 
his beautiful theological, If you will, 
religious structure. President Patton 
is beyond the reach of anything1 but 
shallow 
oiitlcism and 
intolerable 


ignorance when he says that the theory 
of the universe and the theory of re- 
ligion must 
be brought together and 


that "this is the work of this age, this 
great synthesis of literary 
criticism 


and history and philosophy." This in 
the work of this age and the age is 
doing it, already has done it.

The sight of vast quantities of coin has 


a stimulating influence on human wits, to 
euch an extent that Uncle Sam is kept 
busy "coppering" efforts of geniuses to 
"do" the various mints. 
Some of the 


schemes devised are so smooth that the 
government officials are unwilling for 
their nature to be divulged, at least until 
the law has been twisted into shape to fit 
the new form of theft. Time and again 
methods have been evolved for which no 
legal antidote is discoverable and which 
can only be punished by dismissal, not by 
criminal prosecution. One ot the latter 
types was recently worked on a western 
mint, according to the report of a late ar- 
rival via the Southern Pacific. It wai 
this way: Tfee gold Is rolled into strips 
from ingots in the rolling room and care- 
fully weighed oat again. The "in" and 
"out" figures should tally; so they did 
until recently, when a sudden daily def- 
icit appeared. Each evening there was 
a loss of $10 or $20, and the director of 
the mint grew hot in the collar. A per- 
sona! search was made of every one leav- 
ing the room, bnt the shortage continued. 


Finally, one day the inspector in the 


coinage department smelled a rat, a real 
rat, which ta'd fallen a victim to the jaws 
of a deadfall during the night. Although 
it was still early in the day, the rat as- 
serted itself until it dawned upon the in- 
spector that decomposition bad progress- 
ed with remarkable rapidity for a one 
day corpse. The trap, he knew, had been 
emptied of another rodent the evening be- 
fore, for he remembered seeing an em- 
ployee pick up the thing by the tail and 
toss it through' the small slot above the 
window.

Anybody may manufacture a good sym- 


pathetic ink for himself by adding a little 
gnm arable to a small quantity of chloride 
of cobalt, the latter being obtainable 
from any dealer in chemicals. The mix- 
ture, when used with ink—a quill pen 
should be employed—makes a pink script 
which disappears when dry, becomes 
green when heated, disappears when cold 
and is pink again when dampened. 


An expedient even simpler when one 


wishes to confide his secrets to paper and 
yet keep them is to use ordinary rice 
water instead of ink. It cannot be seen 
when dry, but turns blue when Iodine la 
applied to it If it be dee!red to make 
perfectly suro of the destruction of the 
contents of the letter after it has been 
read, the purpose may be accomplished 
by writing It with a solution of iodide of 
•tarch in water. A few days later the 
script will hare disappeared.—Saturday 
Evening Post.

While there Is no sug- 
gestion heard from anybody speaking 
for the administration that the United 
States will Bet in good faith carry out 
Its promises to Cuba and in good sea- 
son leave it to govern itself, there <a 
some doubt felt and sometimes ex- 
pressed, according to a Washington 
dispatch to the New York Times, as to 
the ability of the Cubans to do all that 
they have undertaken to do after they 
have been released. 


There will be no precipitate haste on 


the part of the war department to 
withdraw the troops remaining in Cu- 
ba, and when they are recalled it will 
tx» gradually, so that, until it is evident 
that the precautions adopted by Cuba 
to maintain the peace within her bor- 
ders have been sufficient to justify cut- 
ting loose, the nucleus of a force from 
the United States will be kept in the 
Island aa much for the sake of the 
business men as to assure the admin- 
istration that at the first opportunity 
for revolution the island shall not be- 
come the scene of disorder and destruc- 
tion. 


It Is believed that it will take some 


months to organize the Cuban govern- 
ment, the law for the conduct of the 
election having still to be completed. 
The election itself, it is believed, will 
be conducted without serious disorder, 
but the preservation of order may be 
attributed to the continued presence of 
the authority and forces of the United 
States. 


The anxiety of Cuba's friends !u 


Washington is as to what may happen 
after a Cuban army has been raised 
and given control of such matters as 
are now regulated by the military 
forces of the United States. The army, 
It is feared, may be used by the faction 
In power in a mischievous way and 
without those conservative restraints 
that have come to be characteristic of 
the use of the army by the United 
States. 


Representative Hepburn of Iowa ex- 


pressed gratification at the action of 
the Cuban constitutional convention, 
but he has grave doubts about the suc- 
cess of the people in undertaking to 
govern themselves. 


"I should like to see every political 


tie between the United States and 
Cuba severed," he said, "but I realize 
that we will be obliged to exercise 
some sort of supervision over the is- 
land. In my opinion the Cubans are 
not capable of self government, and 
my prediction is that in 12 months the 
Cubans will be at each other's throats. 
Then, perhaps, we will be forced to in- 
tervene. 


"I should regard it as a great mis- 


fortune if the Unifed States should 
ever annex the island, with its tur- 
bulent people. Guerrilla warfare against 
our authority would go on in the is- 
land, and it would cost us much in 
blood and treasure to suppress it. I 
remember that the United States en- 
listed 31,000 men to put down the In- 
dians In Florida, and when they were 
finally rounded up there were exactly 
il of them. The situation in the Phil- 
ippines is different. We can take con- 
trol of all the larger cities and towns 
ind let the natives learn gradually, 
with the lapse of years, that obedience 
to our authority is to their interest. 


"To go back to Cuba, we must bear 


(n mind that-tbose people we hare been 
Healing with are children, and I am 
afraid they are pretty bad children, 
lust as little qualified to govern them- 
ipJves as so many youngsters." 


Senator Cockrell says that Cuba 


must be dealt with deliberately and not 
eat loose until prepared to stand alone. 


"I believe that things will run along 


smoothly now," said the senator. "The 
Cubans did the right thing in accepting 
the amendment, and this government 
will deal fairly with them. All that 
was needed was a thorough under- 
itanding, and that has been reached, 
with the result that they have accepted 
»ur terms. Of course we cannot im- 
mediately withdraw from the island. 
No reasonable person expects that, for 
there is no authority to whom we could 
turn over the govern ment. 


"The next step, and one which it is 


ibsolutely necessary to take, is for the 
convention to pass election laws, fixing 
a date for the election of .1 president 
and other officers of the government, as 
provided for in their constitution. Un- 
der this law the military governmeut 
will call an election, and when all of 
the machinery of government Is organ- 
ized we will turn over affairs to them, 
but not until then. This will require 
lome time, how long I cannot sny, 
fcut it will, I believe, be done within 
reasonable limitations." 


Senator Burrows was pleased at the 


action of the Cuban constitutional con- 
vention In accepting the Tlatt amend- 
ment 


"This action," he said, "ought to lead 


to speedy and desirable results. 
It 


oujr'.'t t'> IIP followed by Cuban inde- 
pet'<lenefc~ antf a" homo' government 
There will soon be nothing in the way 
of the establishment of a republic in 
Cuba, and I expect to see that accom- 
plished and troops withdrawn. The re- 
public of Coba will shortly be one of 
the nations of the earth. We are now 
Ailulling our promliici to Cuba and to 
the nations of the world."

The art build 
Jng will stand in the natural part. This 
building will b« a permanent one of 
fireproof construction. The n«*ro build- 
ing will stand also In thi* section of th>- 
grounds. The negro department is pre- 
sided over by Booker T. Washington. 


Here,-too. wiJl.be erected the building 


for the exhibits which have been prom- 
ised by the various departments of the 
government at "Washington. The ex- 
hibit of fish a-nd fisheries will be espe- 
cially fine, and the agricultural depart- 
ment will make a remarkable display. 
The exhibit made by Cuba at the Pan- 
American exposition and that of many 
foreign countries will be transferred 
from Buffalo to Charleston.

150 horsepower gasoline engine when 
running on the surface and which is 
also used for charging the electric and

tric motor, which is also used to charge 
the electric accumulators, and from the 
electric charge stored in these batteries 
while the vessel Is at the surface of the, 
water.

submerged about 7.5 knots. The radios 
of action of tbe boats will be 400 miles 
In ordinary cases and 2,500 miles In 
cases of emergency.

A lost railroad train Is an unusual 


thing, but theie was one on the Fitch- 
burg division of the Boston and Maine 
yesterday and it caused the railroad 
people some trouble and much incon- 
venience for the traveling public. It 
happened by the changing- of the time 
of some of the trains and adding1 one, 
and when the lost train was found it 
was at the eastern division, where it 
failed to start. 


The corrected time table, which was 


sent to all of the stations on the line 
a few days ago, contained some im- 
portant changes which were scheduled 
to go into effect yesterday. One of 
these was- the changing of the train 
due in this city at 11.37 a. m., to short- 
ly before 8 o'clock in the evening, and 
the putting on of an extra train in its 
place to run shortly after noon, ar- 
riving in this city about the same time 
The train has always been a popular 
one because of the hour which it runs 
and the fact that it is an express, and 
there was a large number at the sta- 
tion yesterday to take the train. There 
were also many waiting at the Wil- 
hamstown and the Greenfield stations, 


The time for the arrival of the train 


came and passed, but no tram apnear 
ed. 
Then one of the operators tele- 


graphed down the line to learn how 
late the tram was, and the reply was 
"Don't 'know. 
Haven't 
heard 
that 


she's on the road." 


A half hour passed, and an hour, and 


no train appeared. 
The Greenfield 


operator as-ked over the wire where 
the train was, but no 'one knew. Other 
operators asked where the new train 
was, but could learn nothing. It was 
not on the road. 


The passengers waited for the train, 


believing that it might turn up, and 
weie waiting when the next train put 
in an appearance and they boarded it 
and went on. Nothing was heard by 
the operators from the lost tain un- 
til in the evening, when No. 8 appeared 
at the time scheduled. Then it became 
known through £ome mistake the tram 
due to run in its place had not started 
from the western end of the 
road, 


whether the mistake was in the time- 
table and orders were sent out not to 
start the train, or whether it was in 
not starting the train, is not known. 


COST WILL BE A MID ION 


Plans for Building of the Berkshire 


Company's Line 


There are three contractors figuring 


on the plans for the construction of 
the B'rkshire street railway com- 
pany's line through the county. They 
arc F. T. Ley & Co. of Springfield, 
John J. Atkins of Palmer 
i-nd Mr. 


Coolridge of Fitchburg, who has buiit 
a number of trolley loads in the Con- 
necticut valley. These bids will be 
completed soon ancl handed 
to 
the 


officers of the company and they will 
award the contract next week so that 
the work may commence by July 1. 


The approximate 
cost of 
building 


this road will be $350,000 and in addi- 
tion, the power house will cost $250,000 
more and the president estimates the 
total cost at about $1,000,000. Further 
than this 
there will be the rolling 


stock to purchase and already five 
firms are figunng on the cars that will 
be used. These cars will be the finest 
that can be s-ecured and a dozen or 
moie of them i\ill be ordered soon af- 
ter the work 'of construction is under ( 
way. 


Some who have doubted the inten- 


tions of the company to build this 
road have said that it Would be im- 
possible for thpm to purchase the rails 
and the ties \vithin the short timp thoy 
expected to have the line cornoleted- 
But this is not the case. 
As-suianci's 


have been given the directors by the 
contractors, who are figuring on the 
job, that they can procure all the nec- 
essary material as fast as they i\ant 
it, so that there will be no delay so far 
as that is concerned. The construc- 
tion will proceed in several to\vns sim- 
ultaneously and one of the officers said 
yesterday that while the entire road 
might not be built "before snow falls," 
they will surely have cars running in 
several of tho towns through which it 
is to pass by early fall. 


The Stockbridge 
difficulty has not 


been settled and nothing further-will b° 
done according to the statement of one 
of the o.Ticers yesterday until the work 
of 
construction is under way. The 


company has four locations for the 
power house in view. Two of them arc 
in PittsHeld, one 
is on the r°ad be- 


tween Pittsfield 
nd Lee 
,and 
the 


other is in the town of Lee. In some 
respects the last named loc-,tion is 
preferable inasmuch as it is tho center 
of the fifty-mile line as presently out- 
lined, but President Gillctt think;; that 
Pittsfield will be nearer the center In 
the course of ^a few years and also on 
account of the better railroad facilities 
it is regarded as moro desirable for 
the power house . The meeting of the 
stockholders for the election of 'officers 
will tal e place Thursdi / and soon 
thereafter a call will be issued for the 
payment of 40 per cent m'ore of the 
stock as the law requires 'hat 50 per 
cent, shall be paid in before contracts 
can be let.
